—WP)—The little white house 
on the corner of Elm and 
Main streets is due to take a

Foxholes Occupied

"by someone who knew her." 


The police chief said he would 


question known sex offenders in 
the area. 


Dr. John P. Wyatt, St. Louis 


University pathologist, reported an 
txamination of the body turned up 
no marks of violence and no evi- 
dence the girl was raped. A micro- 
scopic examination of tissue from 
the body will be made in an effort 
to establish1 the cause of death. 


A report on this examination is 


expected before an 'inquest, ten- 
tatively set for tomorrow.

• kov myth. This will not be accompanied in a moment, if it 


can be at all. For years the new Soviet boss has spent hi 
time executing or transmitting Stalin's decisions. He is not 
today a prime decision-maker.

What can Malenkov do to create a legend for himself?

I never knew a man 
who was less conscious of other things than his own job and the strict 
letter of that job, at that. The West Side was tough country all his 


life and it was good hygiene for a man to see no 
evil, hear no evil and keep a still tongue in his 
head. So, from 'a start as a copy boy in the sport 
department, Jimmy went through 44 years ignorant 
of larcenies and barneys in the fight racket, which 
was his specialty, and with a mind absolutely closed 
to incidents of daily occurance all around. 
He 


liked to think nice thoughts. To be sure, when a 
scandalous story broke officially concerning some 
particularly droll fight, James P. Dawson would 
cover the disclosed facts faithfully and put them 
together in the stately, timetable style of the paper. 


But initiative is not in the New York Times style of journalism and 
Jimmy, %vho had the bearing, stature and pedestrian stride of an old- 
fashioned plainclothesman, never blew the whistle. 


Some other famous reporters in New York preserved the same re- 


sistance to news of the kind that appeals to the romantic imagina- 
tion of the goggle-eyed cub and the television fictioneer. Damon Run- 
yon may have woven some of his intimate personal knowledge of the 
underworld harmlessly into his fiction. But he was himself so inti- 
mate in the affairs of the most picturesque. villains of a period as

TOKYO —<ff>— Prime Minister 


Shigeru Yoshida-and his political 
opponents are squared off for new 
national elections that will decide 
the fate of the little man who has 
led Japan for five years. 


The stubborn, 74-year-old Premi- 


er, fighting for his political life, 
called the elections Saturday after 
the lower house-of the Diet -par- 
liament) passed a vote of non- 
confidence in him. 


Instead of resigning after the 


vote, as his opponents wanted, 
Yoshida dissolved the lower house 
and took his case squarely to the 
people. 


He set a tentative date of April 


19 for the balloting. 


The elections will give about 45 


million voters—slightly more than 
half of them women—a chance to 
decide if Yoshida has tied his na- 
tion too closely to America, as 
some opponents charge, and is fol- 
lowing too "reactionary" a line in 
internal policies. 


Meanwhile, 
Yoshida 
heads 
a 


caretaker government. 


The three major opposition par- 


ties-Progressives, Rightist Social- 
ists and Leftist Socialists—jammed 
their nonconfidence motion through 
the lower house with the .aid of 
22 members of Yoshida's own Lib- 
eral party? The vote was 229-218. 


The opposition parties based 


their motion on three bills backed 
by Yoshida that they say would 
lead Japan back down the road 
to the wartime police state. 


The bills would give more gov- 


ernment control over education and 
police and ban strikes in coal and 
electric industries.

Yes, that's his job. He makes freight trains 
with one hand and a foot-square black box. 


\ 


This man and this box simplify a complex rail- 
road operation, the sorting of freight cars in 
terminal yards. When a train rolls in, it brings 
cars en route to many destinations. To sort them 
and send them on their way the train is pushed 
up a single track to the top of a low hill. At the 
crest each car is uncoupled to roll down the 
far side. 


At this instant our man and his black box take

Albert Einstein, taking a rare 
break from his customary seclu- 
sion, discussed Sunday his new 
theory which aims at explaining 
all physical laws. 


The new unified field theory is 


mathematically correct, the white- 
haired scientist told a news con- 
ference, but he has "not been able 
to find out if there are any physical 
truths in it." 


What's more, Einstein said he 


has not been able to determine 
whether the theory "is true in the 
ordinary sense of the word."

10 cents an hour. Since controls 
were lifted early in February, 
settlements have averaged under 
nine cents an hour. 


The 1952 wage hike pattern was 


around 15 cents an hour. Some 
management sources are now 
guessing that the 1953 boost for 
all industries will average nearer 
five cents. But they predict that 
the unions will seek compensation 
through side benefits. 


The shorter, work week is getting 


a big hand from some workers who 
contend that jobs are 
getting 


scarce because of increased pro- 
ductivity in some industries. 


Productivity Rise* 


Productivity frequently increases, 


through the use of newer machin- 
ery and better work practices. 
Some unions are preaching that as 
productivity goes up, the number 
of jobs may contract—hence the 
driye for shorter hours to spread 
the work.
